fHEGRAYLING A GAME FIGHTER.

Bow and Where to Secare the Best Bait to
Catch the Black Bass,

WATERS T0 BE STOCKED WITH FRY

It isa misfortune to muglers that all
ciforts to rear the grayling in hatcheries
bave proved sbortive, The late Seth Green
made the attempt, 8o have Mr, Mather and
other noted and patient fish culturista. The
babitat of this fish is principally in the
northern part of the southern peninsular of
Michigan. Before its true character was
understood, and its identifieation with the
Europena grayling established, it was locally
known as the Au Sable, Muskegon, Mich-
dgan trout, big-sealed trout, big trout, ste.

1t is oue of the most beautiful of fishes,
finely proportioned, of large size, and clad
in a cont of silver scales. As few fish can
ecompare with it in beauty, so when in fine
fettle few can equal it in fizhting qualities.
Grayling, in Crawford county, Mich,, is
probably the best point to select from which
to diveree to fish the Au Sable river and its
tributaries, although pumerousother streams
in the counties to the north and west are
more or less chpable of yielding a moderate
degree of spori. The Au Bable and its
branches, bowever, may, on the whole, be
eonsidered the best territorv. The graviing
is usually a bottom feeder, mnd hanuts
cloun sandy poolsand slow-running streams,
although it is otten found in the most rapid
walers. When taken in the lust it fights
more fiercely, and is of & finer delieacy of
Bavor for the table. It will riseto the fiv,
but wsuslly it is esnght with the maggot or
minnow, It travels in schools, so that
where one is taken the angler is sureof
kiliing several

Salt Water Fishing.

Bent Bait for Bass.

Probably the best bait for black bass is
the dobson, the larve of drugon fiy. Mr.
A. C. L{-ilml, whose experience is very ex-
teonded, finds the best way to secure this bait
is to take ap iron barrrel hoon, to which &
net of mosquito netting is attached. He
selects some place in a brook where the
shores are friuged with alders, and, wading
in, with the aid of a hoe scoops up & peck of
the leaves and muod from the botiom. He
takes this sshore, dumpe the accumula-
tion, and scaiters it about. The bugs
will immedintely begin to crawl out, when
they are pluced ina jar or box, in which
are some of the decaved leaves irom the
sircam. Thus provided they will live sev-
eral days without water, Mr. Collins con-
siders the dobson a most taking lure for
bluck bass, it being within his experience
while fishing with an expert fisherman who
was using minnows and be the bug to kill
three fish to the other's one.

LIFE IN THE AIR.

Results of Investigntion Regardiag Aerial
Micro-Organinme,
Neweastle, Eng., Chronicle.]

Micro-organisms are dust-like particles
capable of eultivation or reproduction in
certain media, and at certain temperatures,
and these are scattered everywhere in the
air. Dr. Mignel, at the Montsouris Obsery-
atory, at Paris, has made an extensive in-
quiry into their distribution in air and
water, while in this country Dr. Fercy
Franklin has aleo investigated the subject
with commendable persistence. The result
of these inguiries is that in cold weather,
especially when the ground is onwrec! with
EDOW, the numhu of organiems in the air is
very and p ts & striking
contrast ‘:th that tound in warm weather.

Experiments made on March 8 show thut
during dry, cold weather, with a strong east
wind blowing over London, a large number
of micro-organisms may still be present in
the air. It is particularly noliceable that
after a heavy shower, and within a few hours

afterward, ge number of micro. organisms
in the air should be as abundant as usual.
Teking an average of the experiments made
on the roof of the Scienee Schools ot the
South Kensington Musenm, the mean num-
ber of organisms found in a litre of air
amounted to 35, while an average or 279 fell
on one square foot in one minute.

Other experiments made near Reigate,
and inthe vicinity of Norwich, present n
marked contrast with those made st South
Kensington. There was a remarkable free-
dom from miero-organisms of the air col-
lected on the heath mear Norwich doring
comparatively warm weather in April,
while the air in gardens in Norwich and
Beigate was richer in organisms than that
of the open gir,

ONE EFFECT OF THE GRIP.

1t Spopped the Growth of Children Whe Did
Not Have the Disense.

La Nature, in a recent issue, furnishes a
curious observation beuaring oo the depress-
ing influence of the influenza epidemic, even
in eases where it was apparectly without
effect. At the Copenhagen Roval Institu-
tution for the eduesation of deal mutes, it has
been the practice for the past seven vears
to regi}lnrly welg: the :t!iildnn
every day in grou me interesting re-
snlts hl:ﬂ been o?uined from this ugtm-
ment, aud among other things it has been
found children’s growth in weight ocours
chiefly in antomn and the early part of De-
cember, there being bardly any in the rest
of winter or in March and April, while after
the latter month a diminutionsets in until
the close of summer,

Last year, however, there was a striking
exception, Up to the 23d of November the
weights were similar to those of previous
years; but in the four weeks following
the date named esch child, which usually
gained oo su average over 500 grammes,
gained nothing in the case of the girls,
und only 200 grammes in the case of the
boys. There was no modification of food or
other material conditions, and the only ex-
plazation for the remarkable difference is
found 1n the fact that toward the end of
i\omber the influenza appeared in Copen~

agan.

While six of the professors wera attacked,
there were no pronounced cases among the
pupils; but it is supposed that verms of the
disease having entered the place, the strug-
gle with these on the part of ehildren ab-
sorbed so much vital force that the orpans
of nutrition failed to give then in-
crease of weight.
